ins irance co m p an y to show that the college athlete’s expec­ 
tation of life is less than that of his classmates who devote th e m ­

It would be idle to lay down a universal rule in such cases. 
But it is notorious that even invalids often live to a great age, 
perhaps because they take fewer risks than more active persons. 
In tact, it might be plausibly argued that accident plays a larger 
part in the death toll than illness.

F ortun­ 
ately th< commonwealth has given a thought to the fate which would 
befall pheasants, rabbits, squirrels, raccoons, deer and reptiles when the 
area is Hooded. 
All animals which the workers succeed in catching are 
crated. 
Those not used for exhibition purposes will be released in areas 
free from inundation.

Davis before

He said 
he sent proofs of the m agazine’s 
contents 
to 
Davis m erely “as a 
form ality.” 
“His position in relation to the 
m agazine was purely honorary as 
director general o f ‘the order,” said 
Stew art. 
Used Davis* Name 
In attem pting to com bat the gov­ 
ernm ent’s statem ent th a t Davis was 
a “M ussolini” in the affairs of the 
Moose, Attorney M argiotti brought 
out from the witness th a t he often 
used the nam e 
of 
Senator Davis, 
w ithout his authority, in the m aga­ 
zine. 
“I would do this because of the 
im pression his nam e would m ake 
am ong our 600,000 m em bers,” said 
Stew art. “His nam e always has been 
an inspiration to every Moose.” 
“Isn ’t it a fact th a t because of 
Senator Davis’ political activity he 
gave very little tim e to the m agazine 
in the past three or four years?” 
M argiotti asked. 
“Yes,” replied the witness. 
The m agazine editor testified th a t 
m any of the editorials in th e m aga­ 
zine under th e nam e of Senator 
Davis h ad been “ghosted” (w ritten 
by somebody else). 
“His secretary, John G. Meihle, 
wTote m any of them ,” said Stew art. 


Accuse Davis. 
NEW YORK, Sept. 20.—The gov­ 
ernm ent will attem p t to prove th a t 
U. S. Senator Jam es J. Davis of 
Pennsylvania was the moving force 
in back of the alleged $3,000,000 lot­ 
teries conducted for the M ooseheart 
charity balls when the trial of the 


form er secretary of labor under three 
presidents is resum ed today. 
Senator Davis, charged with vio­ 
lating the national lottery laws, is 
alleged to have profited through two 
lotteries to the extent of $172,000. 
Margiotti Denies Charges. 
Charles J. M argiotti, prom inent 
Pennsylvania attorney, and Charles 
H. Tuttle, form er U. S. attorney 
of th e defendant’s legal staff, denied 
the charges th a t the defendant pro­ 
fited personally from the sale of 
tickets for the charity balls. 
They m aintained th a t Davis, as di­ 
rector general for the Loyal O rder of 
Moose, was owed debts which were 
paid through the check transactions 
recorded by the governm ent as “per­ 
sonal benefits”. 
W ith the in tent of showing th a t 
Senator Davis was well aware of 
the selling of lottery tickets for the 
two charity affairs a t M ooseheart, 
111., where a home of the fraternal 
order is located, A ssistant U. S. A t­ 
torney Louis M ead Treadwell will a t­ 
tem pt today to introduce into evi­ 
dence letters and copies of the fra ­ 
ternal order's magazine. 
These letters and exhibits were 
m arked for identification and tu rn ­ 
ed over to defense counsel overnight 
so th a t they m ight become acquaint­ 
ed with their contents. 
Moose Lotteries Distribution. 
The proceeds from the Moose lo t­ 
teries were alleged to have been dis­ 
tributed in p art as follows: 
To B ernard C. M cGuire, profes­ 
sional prom oter of lotteries for the 
Moose, Eagles, Shriners and K nights 
of Columbus—$150,000. 
Three checks 
totaling 
$100,000, 
draw n to the order of Fred W. Jones, 
“financial agent” for Senator Davis, 
with 
pow'er 
of 
attorney. 
These 
checks were deposited in a P itts­ 
burgh bank and 'used to pay off a 
personal note of the senator, it was 
charged. 
A nother Jones check for $15,300 
was deposited in the personal bank 
account of Davis. 
A check for $17.000 was turned 
over to th e Liberty Bond & M ort­ 
gage com pany controlled by Davis. 
Forty thousand dollars wras de­ 
posited In the “organization com ­ 
pany,” headed by Davis, which has 
a contract with the fratern al order 
for the raising of funds. 
Denial By Defense. 
To these allegations, defense coun­ 
sel assert th a t all these checks were 
for debts owed to Davis. 
T uttle denied th a t the sale of the 
tickets for the charity ball was a 
lottery, or th a t Senator Davis had 
participated in th e sale or th a t he 
had benefitted personally. 
“We em phatically deny th a t Sen­ 
ator Davis received one cent from 
the sale,” declared M argiotti. 
T uttle asserted th a t the Moose­ 
h eart settlem ent represented an in­ 
vestm ent of $12,000.000 and had an 
annual budget of $1,500.000. 
Defense counsel said the suprem e 
council of the Moose liad nothing to 
do w ith individual contracts. 
Each 
lodge decided how to handle its fi­ 
nances. he said. 
Turned Over Liabilities. 
He pointed out th a t Senator D a­ 
vis, form er head of the organization 
departm ent of the order, later tu rn ­ 
ed it over to Jones and Joseph Je n ­ 
kins. form erly his secretary. One of 
the liabilities assum ed by Jones and 
Jenkins, 
T u ttle 
declared, 
was 
a 
$100.000 note signed by Senator D a­ 
vis for departm ental expenses. 
The $40.000 deposit described bv 
A ssistant U. S. Attorney Treadwell 
was due Senator Davis for money 


which he advanced to pay dep art­ 
m ent employes, T uttle asserted. 
The $15,300 transaction was also a 
debt owed Davis as was the $17,000 
given the Liberty Bond & M ortgage 
com pany which frequently loaned 
money to individual lodges, Tuttle 
said. 
The governm ent prosecutor charg­ 
ed Davis ruled the fraternal order 
“like M ussolini”. 
“It will appear th a t practically ev­ 
ery witness in this case on both sides 
is not only a warm personal friend 
of Davis but has been dependent u p ­ 
on him for a job,” said Treadwell. 
Donald F. Stew art, editor of the 
Moose m agazine, will resume the 
witness stand. 
He testified th a t he 
had forw arded the proofs of the 
magazine to Davis for his approval. 
Some of the m agazines to be offered 
in evidence by th e governm ent con­ 
tain stories of the charity ball.

ELLWOOD CITY, Sept. 20.—Pre­ 
liminary preparations including the 
erection of a temporary office, as­ 
sembling lumber and other supplies 
used in construction,

yesterday by the Cline Construction 
Company of Butler on the furtherest 
east bridge at Wurtemburg or what 
is better known as the third bridge. 
The present bridge is a one-way 
structure which has been considered 
unsafe for heavy loads for years. The 
roadway runs along the bottom of 
a high hill, making right angle turns 
to get on either side of the bridge. 
This is a very dangerous place and 
there being no lighted sign at night 
numerous cars, usually containing 
strangers not knowing of the abrupt 
leaving of the cement and bad turn, 
have plunged over the hill for a dis­ 
tance of 60 feet into the creek. 
The new construction will be a 
five span concrete arched structure 
more than 581 feet long. Each span 
will be about 92 feet. There will be 
over 500 feet of approaches with a 
total length of superstructure and 
approaches of 1,716 feet. The road­ 
way will be 34 feet and there will be 
a five foot sidewalk also. The clear­ 
ance over the Slippery Rock creek 
will be 25 feet.
